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Statutory Authority
• The State Engineer is responsible for the 

measurement of waters of the state.        
(73-2-1[3][a])

• A person using water shall construct or 
install and maintain controlling works and a 
measuring device (73-5-4[1])

• A person using water shall make the 
controlling works and measuring device 
accessible to the state engineer or water 
commissioner. (73-5-4[2])

• The State Engineer may collect and 
validate water use data. (73-5-8[2])

• Annual, self-reported 
survey

• Monthly diversion amounts 
from each source

• Other required information 
in conjunction with Division 
of Water Resources and 
Division of Drinking Water

distribute water in accordance 
with water rights

• ~40 distribution systems 
statewide

• Commissioner(s) appointed by 
State Engineer in consultation 
with water users
